Supreme Court Holds Connect- 
icut Statute Is ‘Religious 
Censorship.” 


WASHINGTON, May 20 (AP).— 
The Supreme Court outlawed today 
what it called “censorship of re- 
ligion.” In an unanimous opinion, 
it declared unconstitutional a Con- 
necticut statute requiring a permit 
before money or other valuables 
may be solicited for “any alleged 
religious, charitable or philanthro- 
pic cause.” 

The opinion also set aside the 
conviction of a New Haven resi- 
dent charged with playing on the 
street to Catholics a phonograph 


record attacking their religion.

WASHINGTON, May 20 (AP).— 
The Supreme Court ruled eight to 
one today that the Federal Gov- 
ernment has power “to undertake 
stabilization of an interstate indus- 
try through a process of price-fix- 
ing.” 

Justice Douglas delivered the ma- 


jority decision opinion which held” 


constitutional the 1937 National 
Bituminous Coal Act, designed to 
stabilize the industry -by fixing 
minimum prices and regulating 
marketing. 

‘The coal decision affirmed a rul- 
ing by a three-judge Federal Dis- 
trict Court at Little Rock, Ark. 

Asserting that the history of the 


bituminous coal industry was 
“written in blood as well as in ink,” 
Justice Douglas held that Congress 
was given power under the Consti- 
tution to attempt to stabilize the 
industry.

In a decision two weeks ago the 
Supreme Court held that the Sher- 
man Anti-Trust Act outlaws any 
combination by individuals or busi- 
ness organizations “which tampers 
with price structures.” It previously

BRITISH, BACKS TO CHANNEL, 
PUT UP DESPERATE FIGHT 


Forces Still Falling Back 
Before Relentless Mech- 
anized Assaults —Count- 
erattack Must Come 
Soon or Not at All.

WITH THE BRITISH EXPEDI- 
TIONARY FORCES IN FRANCE, 
May 19 (Delayed) (Passed by Field 
Censor) (AP).—The British expedi- 
tionary force, fighting with a des- 
peration born of the knowledge that 
their columns stand between the 
German hosts and the death of an 
empire, continued withdrawals to- 
day to positions on which they 
must inevitably make a final stand. 

The situation resulting from an 
incredibly swift Nazi advance still 
is obscure. 

Even experienced officers admit 
they have no idea of the exact ex- 
tent of the fighting or for certain 
where the next German blow will 
be delivered. 

Censorship more rigid than ever 
forbids mention of the whereabouts 
of the new line but it is far strong- 
er than any on which the British 
have stood thus far. Only this 
much can be said of the British 
position in this hour of grave peril. 

In the south, withdrawals which 
started 96 hours ago are said to 
have reached St. Quentin. There 
were isolated instances where the 
German mechanized columns have 
pounded their way even farther 
into the heart of the region which 
saw some of the World War’s heav- 
lest fighting. 

British Flank Improved. 

The British left flank which 
strategically withdrew, cut up but 
conscious that it badly mauled the 
Germans at Louvain and at Wavre, 
is now in a better position.

1200 H.-P. MOTOR 
STREAMLINED TO FIT 
INSIDE PLANE WING 


NLW YORK, May 20 (AP).— 


Development of a 1200-horsepower | 


engine for installation inside war- 
plane wings to increase speed about 
10 per cent was announced today 
by Harry Woodhead, president of 
the Aviation Manufacturing Cor- 
poration. 

The engine, first of its kind ever 
made in this country, is believed 
to be the first of its type in the 
world. 

The company said the power 
plant was under development for 
several years in co-operation with 
engineers of the Army Air Corps. 

Completely “submerged” in the 
wing, the engine, which is liquid- 
cooled, develops its power to the 
propeller through an extension of 
the crankshaft. 

It is only 37 inches high by 44 
inches wide, with less frontal area 
and “drag” than either radial-type 
or conventional in-line engines. Ra- 
dial engines, used almost exclusive- 
ly on American warplanes, have di- 
ameters of 49 to 54 inches for com- 
parable horsepower and set up Se- 
vere air resistance which reduces 
airplane speeds. 

Woodhead said the new engine 
would increase cruising ranges of 
airplanes by as much as 15 per 
cent.

Wing Retiring to Con- 
form to Southern Posi- 
tion, Spokesman Says. 


LONDON, May 20 (AP).—An au- 


thoritative British spokesman to- 
day described conditions on the 
front as “pretty grim,” saying that 
geographically the situation is no 
better, and there is no use pretend- 
ing it is. He said that, morally, the 
situation was improved. 

Pointing out that the advantage 
at the beginning must be with the 
aggressor, the spokesman said it 
must be so especially with “an ag- 
gressor as efficient as the Ger- 


mans.” 

He stated that the base of the 
“bulge” driven into Northern 
France by the Nazis had been wid- 
ened slightly but was not much 
deeper, and that the general direc- 
tion of movements at present was 
northwest. 

German progress has been slow, 
the spokesman asserted, and insist- 
ed there was “no reason to lose 
heart or courage.” 

Pays Tribute to Belgians. 
The Belgians have been fighting 
magnificently, he said, and there 
\ has been no break through their 
Blines, Liege and Namur, important 
railroad centers in Belgium, still 
are holding out, he reported. 

He admitted that there has been 
“some progress with resultant mix- 
ups"—places where the French 
were behind the Germans and oth- 
ers where the situation was re- 
versed. 

The German mechanized forces 
no longer pack such a terrific 
punch, he said, and French 75's 
have proved “extraordinarily  ef- 
fective” at stopping the Nazis’ 
large tanks with the result that 
they: have lost momentum. Thou- 
sands of these famous guns, which 
can fire 25 times a minute when 
handled by a_ well-trained crew, 
have been rushed to defensive posi- 
tions. 

The spokesman said the arrival 
of French Gen. Maxime Weygand 
as Commander-in-Chief “has given 
everybody tremendous confidence.” 

British Troops Fall Back. 

British treops on the Allied left 
wing were retiring to conform to 
the shifting southern situation, he 
said, but no gap has been punched 
in the Allies’ front. 

“very time the Germans have 
met our boys they have gotten a 
bloody nose,” he asserted. “They 
now have the greatest respect and 
caution for the British. 

“Despite what the Germans might 
have said, we have not abandoned 
any material. Our boys are now 
getting used to bombing and are 
protecting themselves accordingly. 
We are not losing many men 
through these bomings now, but 
the noise is great and unpleasant.” 

Headquarters of the British ex: 
peditionary force announced, “The 
British front was held successfully 
in the face of enemy pressure” aft- 
er four successive days of falling 
back in face of the German drive 
pivoting westward through north- 
ern France toward the channel 
ports and England. 

Move to Speed Plane Output. 

The British, ready in the words 
of Prime Minister Churchill, to 
“face, endure and retaliate against” 
the air might of Nazi Germany, 
concentrated their efforts at home 
on combatting that power and its 
threat to the British Isles. 

Stricter contro] of industry, nota- 
bly the airplane industry, was be- 
lieved indicated by Churchill's 
atatement last night that considera- 
tions of private property would not 
be allowed to interfere with the 
Government's war effort. Some 
sources predicted that the Govern- 
ment would assume control of a 
large number of privately owned 
factories now producing war equip- 
ment in order to intensify produc- 
tion. 

Churchill may discuss plans for 
stepped-up production when he 
makes a statement in the House 
of Commons, expected tomorrow. 

Lord Beaverbrook, new Minister 
of Air Production, issued an appeal 
to garage workers employed in serv- 
icing civilian cars to accept em- 
ployment immediately in aircraft 
factories for assembly work. 

For the rest, Britain relied on 
the efficiency of its huge air raid 
precaution organization to make it 
impossile for Nazi bombing attacks 
to bring the nation to its knees. 

Observers pointed out that cities 
like Rotterdam—where, the Dutch 
Legation in Paris announced, it 
least 100,000 persons were killed by 
methodical German air attacks — 
lacked London's balloon barrage 
and its organization to combat fires 
started by incendiary bombs.

Atrocity Allegations. 

The Norwegian high command 
issued a communique from “some- 
where in Norway” last night cit- 


ing “numerous cases of German 
military atrocities” and asking 
Norwegians witnessing such acts 
to make records of them for the

The communique: 


“Since the war broke out April 
9, we of the Norwegian military 
as well as civilians, have witnessed 
numerous cases of German mili- 
tary atrocities. 

“The waging of war contrary 
to international law and human 
conceptions portrays a brutal sol- 
dier spirit. 

“We have seen plundering of 
cities, townships and houses and 
attacks upon points of no military 
value, 

“We have seen women and chil- 
dren machine-gunned by German 
flyers. We have seen detachments 
of Norwegian troops being fooled 
into submission and thereafter be- 
ing shot down without a chance of 
defense. 

“We have seen German soldiers, 
who claim to be the world’s best 
warriors, use Norwegian peasants 
and prisoners as a shield against 
Norwegian bullets. We have seen 
Norwegian ships being used as 
transports for German _ soldiers 
with the result that the Norwe- 
gian crews on these ships were 
killed by Norwegian bullets. 

“The German raid denies these 
charges but we who have seen 
these atrocities know they are 
facts. 


“The Norwegian high command 
is asking all Norwegians who have 
witnessed or will witness further 
atrocities to write a description of 
them and if possible have such de- 
scriptions witnessed by reliable 
persons and signed.

False Air Raid Alarm. 


We hardly reached our hotel on 
the German border when we, too, 
learned what it means to drop ev- 
erything and run for cover as 
warning sirens resounded.

“Where is Hitler?” was one of 
the first questions we asked. 

Each officer or private asked 
that question would tell us he saw 
the Fuehrer some time or other in 
the past week. Apparently Hitler 


preparedness came to us when in 
our 400-mile drive from Berlin to 
the last German frontier station 
we passed through Munster, in 
Westphalia, scene of the signing 
of the Westphalian peace treaty in 
1648 which ended the Thirty Years’ 
War. 


Hitler already seems determined 
that if he forces England and 
France to their knees he will make 
their representatives come to Mun- 
ster’s picturesque and ancient hall 
to sign on the dotted line. In 
other words, he is not content 
now with wiping out the last ves- 
tiges of the Versailles -reaty. His 
mind goes back to 1648 when the 
Germany of the Holy Roman Em- 
pire was broken up into principal- 
ities and powerless miniature states. 
To rectify that mistake he is re- 
ported to have chosen Munster 
symbolically for the peace con- 
ference.

Even here in America, it is dif- 
ficult to think clearly amidst the 
conflict of facts and headlines, 
the contradictory advice of col- 
umnists, the claims and counter- 
claims of propaganda, and the 
blind selfishness of party politics. 
The conservative who scoffed at 
aviation yesterday has become 
the radical who says that tomor- 
row we will be invaded by Euro- 
pean aircraft. 

Let us re-examine the position 
of America in the air. New dis- 
coveries and developments affect 
nations in different ways. In 
Europe, aviation has affected En- 
gland adversely and Germany ad- 
vantageously. One nation may 
have a psychology and _ topog- 
raphy which promotes the devel- 
opment of aviation, while anoth- 
er finds itself entirely unadjusted 
to the tempo of the air. 


Natural Advantages 


of U. S.; Need of Policy. 


UDGED by aeronautical stand- 

ards, we in the United States 
are in a singularly fortunate po- 
sition. Our people have natural 
ability in the design, construc- 
tion and operation of aircraft. 
Our highly organized industry, 
our widely separated centers of 
population, our elimination of for- 
malities in interstate travel, all 
contribute to the development of 
American aviation. 

From the standpoint of de- 
fense, we still have two great 
oceans between us and the war- 
ring armies of Europe and Asia. 
In fact, there is hardly a natural 
element contributing to air 
strength and impregnability that 


we do not now possess. Avia- 
tion is for us an asset. It adds 
to our national safety. With a 


firm and clear cut policy, we can 
build an air defense for America 
that will stand above these shift- 
ing sands of war. 

But until we have decided upon 
a definite policy of defense, the 
mere construction of large num- 
bers of aircraft will not be ade- 
quate for our national safety. In 
fact, without a strong policy of 
defense, we will not even know 
what types of plane to build. The 
speed and range of our fight- 
ing planes must depend upon the 
basés available for their use. If 
we are to defend the United 
States alone, then we must con- 
struct numerous air bases along 
the Mexican and Canadian bor- 
ders. Such a plan would require 
large numbers of small bombers 
and pursuit planes, and eventual- 
ly it would leave us as vulnera- 
ble to air attack as the nations 
of Europe are today. On the oth- 
er hand, if w2 are to defend the 
entire Western Hemisphere, we 
need long range bombers capa- 
ble of attacking a hostile fleet 
a thousand miles or more at sea. 
But there is little use discussing 
types and numbers until a de- 
fense policy is established. 


Adequate Defense of 


Western Hemisphere. 

HIS brings us to an issue 

which must sooner or later 
be faced. An adequate air de- 
fense of the Western Hemisphere 
necessitates the co-operation of 
the other nations of this hemi- 
sphere. Our military aircraft 
must have access to their bases. 
Their foreign policy must have 
some relationship to ours. We 
cannot hold this hemisphere free 
from foreign war if nations which 
lie within it declare war on for- 
eign powers. 

Let us not be confused by this 
talk of invasion by European air- 
craft. The air defense of Amer- 
ica is as simple as the attack is 
difficult when the true facts are 
faced. We are in danger of war 
today not because Euronean peo- 
ple have attempted to interfere 
with the internal affairs of Amer- 
ica, but because American people 
have attempted to interfere with 
the internal affairs of Europe. 

It is true that bombing planes 
can be built with sufficient range 
to cross the Atlantic and return. 
They can be built either in Amer- 
ica or Europe. Aeronautical en- 
gineers have known this for many 
years. But the cost is high, the 
target large, and the military af- 
fectiveness small. Such planes do 
not exist today in any ir force.

O, the advantage lies with 

us, for great armies must 
still cross oceans by ship. Only 
relatively small forces can be 
transported by air today, and 
over distances of a few hundred 
miles at most. This has great 
significance im Europe, but it is 
not an element that we have to 
contend with in America. Such 
a danger can come, in any pre- 
dictable future, only through di- 
vision and war among our own 
peoples. As long as American na- 
tions work together, as long as 
we maintain reasonable defense 
forces, there will be no invasion 
by foreign aircraft. And no for- 
eign navy will dare to approach 
within bombing range of our 
coasts, 

Our danger in America is an 
internal danger. We need not 
fear a foreign invasion unless 
American peoples bring it on 
through their own quarreling and 
meddling with affairs abroad. 
Our eyes should not search be- 
yond the horizon for problems 
which lie at our feet. The great- 
est lesson we can draw from 
Europe today is that national 
strength must be built within a 
nation itself and cannot be 
achieved by limiting the strength 
of others. 

What of the unforeseen devel- 
opments of science? Rocket pro- 
pulsion? New forms of energy? 
New methods of destruction? No 
generation can entirely safeguard 
the future for those that follow. 
They must meet their own prob- 
lems as those problems arise. The 
greatest inheritance we can pass 
on to our children is a reason- 
ble solution of the problems that 
confront us in our time—a strong 
nation, a lack of debt, a solid 
American character free from the 
entanglements of the old world. 
Let us guard America today as 
our forefathers guarded it in the 
past. They won this country from 
Europe with a handful of revo- 
lutionary soldiers. We certain- 
ly can hold it now with a pop- 
ulation of one hundred and thirty 
million people. If we cannot, we 
are unworthy to have it.

Condemns County Relief Policy. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

AST week the director of the Social 
Boson Commission of St. Louis 
County admitted to newspaper reporters 
that the entire month’s allotment had not 
been used up for April, and that as a 
result there was a surplus. He ascribed 
this to the impossibility of determining 
in advance the number of cases to be 
handled during the month. 

The truth of the matter is that the 
County Social Security Commission, un- 
der the’ reactionary influence of the Re- 
publicans of St. Louis County, has caused 
untold suffering among hundreds of fam- 
ilies. 

I cite the typical case of the chairman 
of our county organization, Claude Peck- 
ron, who was on relief for several months 
prior to his recent assignment to WPA. 

Mr. Peckron has only one other de- 
pendent, his wife. Under the old sched- 
ule of allotments, couples used to receive 
$14 a month. Not long ago, this was re- 
duced to $10, because of “the critical 
shortage of funds.” Under this starva- 
tion allotment, Mr. Peckron and his wife 
should have received the grand sum of 
$2.50 a week for the maintenance of him- 
self and his wife. 

But the Social Security Commission of 
St. Louis County had a trick up its sleeve. 
In order “to conserve its funds so that 
they would last through the whole 
month,” the checks for the first two 
weeks were for only $2.10, a total of 80 
cents being deducted because the couple 
had received the month’s allotment of 
Federal surpius commodities. 

Distribution of Federal surplus com- 
modities is supposed to be entirely sep- 
arate from the State relief funds, and 
is supposed to supplement the State ap- 
propriations for relief. 

The Workers’ Alliance of St. Louis and 
St. Louis County protests most vigor- 
ously against the sort of double dealing 
pulled off by the Social Security Commis- 
sion of the county. 

To that commission’s implication that 
it still has money left over after tak- 
ing care of all relief needs in the county, 
we can counter with a list of dozens of 
its clients who are on the verge of 
starvation, some of them unable to get 
any relief because they have old-age as- 
sistance applications filed, or because 
they happen to be living with children 
-who themselves cannot afford to support 
their parents. 

The callous disregard of the St. Louis 
County Social Security Commission for 
the suffering of the needy of St. Louis 
County deserves the condemnation of all 
right-thinking humanitarian people of St. 
Louis and St. Louis County.

Mindful of Domestic Problems. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OME of our scribes would have us 

think that since the invasion of Hol- 
land and Belgium began we have a jit- 
tery Senate and Congress. No doubt we 
have, but I do not think that is the cause 
altogether. 

We might as well face facts, and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s war scare speeches to 
divert peoples’ minds from our own wor- 
ries are not having the effect that some 
think. 

Seven years of spending, our national 
debt mounting by leaps and bounds, with 
no improvement in business conditions 
or unemployment, is enough to make our 
Senate and Congress jittery. 

Of course, if the American people could 
be persuaded to jump into the war now 
raging in Europe, the participation and 
after-effect would cover many political 
blunders of administration and in a way 
be an excuse for our large national debt.

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‘fusion bordering on rout, there seems to have crys- 
‘tallized a new determination—a determination that 


was made manifest in the first public address of 
Winston Churchill as Prime Minister and in the 
calling of the veteran Maxime Weygand to the su- 
preme command of the Allied armies. 

Churchill’s speech was direct and realistic. He 
did not blink the facts. He admitted the extent of 
the German advance. And, in a mood even more 


grim, he warned the people of England to steel them- 
‘selves for a blitzkrieg such as the one that Hitler 
‘unleashed against the Low Countries. “We must 
expect,” he said, “that the bulk of that hideous ap- 
paratus of aggression which dashed Holland into 
ruin and slavery will be turned upon us. We are 
ready to face it, to endure it and to retaliate 
against it.” 

There was, it seems, something more than wishful 
thinking, something more than unreasoning optimism 
in that last line—just as there was something more 
than mere bravado in his analysis of the situation on 
the Continental battlefront. There, the Prime Min- 
ister said, “it would be foolish to disguise the gravity 
of the hour. It would be still more foolish to lose 
heart and courage or to suppose that well-trained, 
well-equipped armies numbering three or four mil- 
lions of men can be overcome in the space of a few 
weeks, or even months, by a swoop or a raid of 
mechanized vehicles, however formidable.” 

It may be that events will belie Churchill’s analy- 
sis, but it was, at least, a reasoned, realistic survey. 
Seemingly, he did not overvalue such successes as the 
air force has already scored in its nightly raids on 
German supply depots. His speech was essentially a 
call to arms, a plea for greater efforts against the foe. 
In short, if there is to be any hope of victory, the 
whole population must enter into the conflict with 
every last resource. A nation in arms must be op- 
posed to those who wage total war. 

The policy and action urged by Churchill’s elo- 
quent words are put into concrete form by France’s 
shift in military leadership. The change from Game- 
lin to Weygand demonstrates the great transforma- 
tion the whole face of the war has undergone within 
the last few days. 

What was down on the blueprints as a war of po- 

sition has become a war of movement, and of such 
rushing movement, such a head-on collision of mighty 
forces, as the world has never before seen. The 
Gamelin plan, to wait vigilantly within the fastnesses 
of the Maginot fortifications for the onslaught, hus- 
banding France’s resources and its men, has per- 
force been scrapped in the face of the Nazi threat 
to outflank or break through the line. The war has 
come out into the open. 
Weygand’s strategy is that of Foch, whose Chief 
of Staff he was from 1916 until the end of the war. 
“Attack, attack, always the attack,” was the gallant 
phrase, and it cost France a crushingly heavy loss. 
In two months of the World War, France lost more 
than 329,000 of its sons—a fearful carnage that led 
after the war to those colossal diggings, the Maginot 
line, and the resolve that such a slaughter should 
never occur again. 

But now the hour of crisis has struck, and there 
is no time for the careful defensive operations of 
the Gamelin school, the methodical waiting game, 
designed to conserve soldiers’ lives. The defensive 
plan of battle has failed, for Hitler does not choose 
to fight where the French had intended that he 
should, and he attacks with a tornado force that up- 
sets their calculations. So now the French, too, must 
attempt a sharp attack, if the Nazi hordes are to be 
checked in their fierce drive at the nation’s heart. 

France prepares again to hurl the flower of its 
youth into battle, without mercy and without quar- 
ter. Britain prepares for mass air raids upon its 
own soil, steels itself for the blow that will bring 
all the horrors of total war upon noncombatants as 
well as soldiers. Nazi Germany throws more and 
more of its massive weight into the attack, and the 
world’s new Armageddon brings a slaughter that 
mocks at men’s hopes of peace and freedom. 
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FOOTNOTE ON CIVIL WAR. 

As an aftermath of the civil war, there is a short- 
age of small change in Spain that threatens to become 
permanent. Postage stamps and paper street car 
tokens are being used instead of coins. Anybody who 
asks for change for more than a 5-peseta note (about 
60 cents) does so at his own risk. 

Can it be that Franco, the man who was. going 
to restore Spain’s gold standard economy, has brought 
the country to a paper standard?

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OUR HEADS COOL—OUR THINKING CLEAR, 

Few informed persons would wish to underwrite 
the whole of Col. Charles A. Lindbergh’s speech last 
night. Yet the great aviator sounded a note of 
realism that is well worth heeding. 

We Americans do need to keep our heads and to 
think rationally rather than emotionally as the Eu- 
ropean war reaches a climax. There is no question 
that among the interventionists, the heat is being 
turned on. 

It is trite to say that the American people are 
overwhelmingly in favor of the Allies. But they are 
just as overwhelmingly in favor of recognizing that 
it is foolish for us to think of trying to assume the 
guardianship of European affairs. The fallacy of try- 
ing to do that is palpably plain from the World War. 
And since we cannot assume responsibility for Eu- 
ropean affairs in a military way, neither should our 
statesmen try to assume such responsibility vocally. 
In the popular idiom, Col. Lindbergh wants us to 
keep our powder dry and our mouths shut. 

There is nothing new about power politics in Eu- 
rope. In periods when superior power was theirs, 
Great Britain and France have played the game to 
the limit. It is a despicable, beastly, inhuman affair, 
but Germany is not the only European nation which 
has resorted to it. Modern history, including some 
fairly immediate chapters, is filled with it, 

Upon the shoulders of the British and French 
statesmen rests the responsibility for not having pur- 
sued policies which would have stabilized democratic 
government in Germany or else have prevented Ger- 
man rearmament. 

We do not go all the way with Col. Lindbergh—as 
when he says that, whichever way the war comes out, 


it need make no difference in America’s relations 
with European nations—but we do agree emphatical- 
ly with him that it is a time to keep our heads cool 


and our thinking clear. 
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STARK VS. MILLIGAN. 
The political warfare which Missouri has so long 
awaited began over the week end when Gov. Stark 
and Maurice Milligan opened their campaigns for a 
seat in the United States Senate. 
However, in unlimbering their guns and firing the 
first salvos, the two contenders failed to make con- 
tact. They are not yet locked in that grapple that 
will be loosened only on election day. 
Milligan, prosecutor of the Kansas City vote fraud 
cases, taunted the Governor as a beneficiary of Boss 
Tom Pendergast’s “thousands of stolen, corrupted 
and ghost votes.” He himself was beholden to no 
organization, he declared. 
This would have been a more effective sally but 
for the Governor’s record in opposition to Boss Tom 
and his fine fight for the Kansas City police bill and 
his appointment of the present Kansas City Election 
Board. It would have been even more powerful had 
not a delegation of Kansas City’s Shannon faction 
come to Richmond to cheer Milligan’s speech. 
The Governor, for his part, addressed himself to 
national issues. Except for a relatively brief re- 
capitulation of his own record in Jefferson City, he 
pledged himself to continuation of the broad prin- 
ciples of the New Deal and argued the necessity of 
national preparedness. 
The Governor for the moment avoided direct bat- 
tle with his opponent. But that juncture will 
come. These speeches, after all, were only the first 
tentative maneuvers, the grace bars of the campaign. 
Oh; yes, hidden somewhere in the dust of the 
gathering hosts is Senator Harry Truman. He, too, 
wants that seat under the big dome in Washington. 
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UP TO THE BOARD. 

A new Superintendent of Instruction will be elect- 
ed by the Board of Education at its meeting tomor- 
row night, it is announced. If, in the period since 
retirement of the candidate it had decided upon, the 
board has looked into the records of the four remain- 
ing nominees and satisfied itself of their merit, well 
and good. Certainly the public is just as eager as 
the board to have the issue decided. But, as the 
Leland H. Lamb episode showed, it is essential to 
have a thorough check of the candidates’ records 
before final action is taken. 
It is a reassuring sign that the nucleus of support 
for Acting Superintendent Hawkins has diminished 
by one vote, since Board Member Quinn has become 
convinced that only an independent executive from 
outside the system would feel free to make the 
changes essential to the schools’ future welfare. When 
the persistent Hawkins boom is eliminated, the task 
of choosing among the Advisory Committee nomi- 
nees will be greatly simplified. The board has the 
whole shaping of the public school system in its 
hands as it prepares to cast its ballots. 

DILEMMA OF THE ECONOMISTS. 
The heavy thinkers who write for our more pon- 
derous magazines are really in a bad way these 
days. They have made a cult of economics, and 
have anointed themselves as its prophets. They 
have vested themselves in academic gown and mor- 
tar board. They have a ritual of lectures, round 
tables and symposia. 

Like all prophets, they have claimed a sweep- 
ing authority for their blueprints of Utopia. But, 
as is the way of cultists, they are divided into a 
hundred sects, each ready to fly at the other’s throat. 
They have created schools of economics to please 
every taste and every mood. 

For those who want strong medicine, there is 
Marx. At the other extreme are classicists like 
Taussig of Harvard. In between are such leaders as 
the popular “liberal” Stuart Chase and the popular 
“conservative” Alvin Hansen. There are even de- 
votees who go back to Adam Smith and Ricardo. 


and all are scientific, sound and 100 per cent cor- 
rect—at least, they all claim to be. 

In the face of all this, the ordinary man, the one 
usually found in the street, can laugh. Or he can 
choose his favorite brand and swear by it. Or he 
can conclude that the “baloney dollar’ men and the 
gold standard men are only the practitioners of a 
pseudo-science. They are on solid ground. so long 
as they are gathering statistics, weighing and meas- 
uring and counting. They get good, solid, objec- 
tive facts into their charts and graphs and tables. 

However, because they have a habit of blithely 
dismissing history, tradition, prejudice and a great 
many other factors that influence our daily lives, 
they are liable to catch a cramp when they use 
their solid diagrams as springboards into the waters 
of theory. 
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If we want to stay out of war, Says an Urbana 
professor, we must do our own thinking, instead of 
letting Europe do it for us. The price of peace, it 


seems, is the most arduous of labor.

THE 11 NEW JUDGESHIPS. 

The Federal judgeship bill which has now been 
passed by both branches of Congress gives Presi- 
dent Roosevelt the opportunity to appoint 11 new 
United States jurists—three on Federal District 
courts and eight on Circuit Courts of Appeal. Two 
of the latter class are for the Eighth Circuit, which 
includes Missouri. 

This places a serious responsibility on President 
Roosevelt for wise exercise of the appointing power 
in filling these seats. It also places an obligation 
on the Department of Justice, which should inves- 
tigate carefully the record of every person proposed 
and advise the President, not in regard to political 
availability, but on equipment and qualifications for 
the work of the Federal bench. 

Nor does the bar escape responsibility. Lawyers 
are taking an increasing hand in the movement to 
select better Judges for local and state courts, 
They should be as ready to assist in the nomina- 


tion of competent men for the Federal bench. Their 
reticence, from whatever motive, has left the way 
clear all too often for political appointments. 

The time to get good Judges is when they are 
appointed. They sit for life, the poor ones along 
with the best. That fact in itself calls for delibera- 
tion, care and a studious weighing of qualifications. 
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There is talk of shifting the League of Nations to 
the United States, but apparently not very confident 
talk. No less than 185 of its officials have resigned. 
Perhaps they feel they will get here sooner as

Politics and Preparedness 


Effort to keep partisan conflict out of new defense program is 
complicated by imminence of election, writer says; yet unity can 
be achieved, he adds, if President takes lead; hopes executive will 
take both sides into his confidence, and call on industry for aid.

| HE imminence of the presidential cam- 
T pain foreshadows the political threat 
| that hangs over preparedness and every 
‘other activity of the Government. If this 
campaign is complicated by the third-term 
issue, linked to the doctrines of indispensa- 
bility and unlimited executive tenure which 
are now accepted in Germany, Italy and 
Russia, the difficulty of keeping partisan 
politics out of any public function will be 
much greater. But on both sides of the 
party fence in Washington, men are hop- 
ing that spending for preparedness can 
somehow be isolated from partisanship. 

They feel that the alarming successes of 
the Nazis make imperative unity in defense 
measures, that these successes require a 
speed and scope which few if any thought 
would be necessary when the war began. 
The general belief was—and there is no 
evidence the President did not share it— 
that Allied resistance would give this coun- 
try a much longer time to prepare for the 
consequences of a German victory. 

Now that faith has been weakened, and 
everywhere in Washington political lead- 
ers are debating how the bdlight of the pres- 
idential campaign can be’ kept from the 
safety program. Mr. Roosevelt may have 
some practical suggestions to make, plans 
going beyond a mere plea for something 
which is generally desired. by his political 
opponents as well as by his supporters and 
by the unaffiliated mass which controls the 
outcome of elections. It is accurate to say 
that those critics of the administration who 
are not blindly or selfishly partisan—and 
they are numerous~—think .the President 
should be ready with such suggestions. 

The practical initiative, they think, should 
come from him because he is the President, 
because he is the head of the Government 
and because he will be in office for at least 
another eight months. Even those who wish 
devotedly to isolate preparedness from poli- 
tics, however, will find no easy way to aid 
in doing this if the President confines him- 
self to general pleas. 

During his administration, from six to 
eight billions have been spent on national 
defense, and yet the country is daily being 
told that we are far from ready to resist a 
distant threat in either ocean, Senator 
Lodge has proposed a cool, bipartisan ex- 
amination of the state of defenses, but he 
has thus far received no official encourage- 


ment. Co-operation from the administration 
to this end would help to effectuate a call 
for unity in preparedness,

Roosevelt’s attention, he declined to sum- 
mon to Washington private citizens of 
World War experience in such matters who 
were suggested.

Having rejected these suggestions, the 
President did form a War Resources Board 
under E. R. Stettinius Jr. But as the mem- 
bers worked, they faced a steady barrage 
of sniping shots from young New Dealers. 
When it was pointed out that industrialists 


were required in a practical Federal effort, 


and urged that they be given administra- 
tive status in carrying out their plan, the 
President’s inner circle advisers denounced 
the idea; the board was adjourned, and even 
the generalities of its report have never 
been made public. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s position has been steadily 
that the New Deal departments and agen- 
cies must be in full control of the execution 
of -preparedness programs, as well as of 
everything else, even though competent 
business men had to be called in to devise 
the programs. If he maintains this attitude, 
while calling again for national unity and 
the adjournment of politics in preparation 
for peril, the most high-minded Republicans 
and anti-New Deal Democrats will be crip- 
pled in their effort to this end. 

In other words, the adjournment of parti- 
san politics in any national enterprise must 
begin at the White House. If the third- 
term issue remains, it is improbable that 
anything but the preparedness program can 
be isolated. But Mr. Roosevelt can help 
greatly to achieve this immeasurably im- 
portant and essential result. 

It is not so breath-taking as the proposals 
that the two major parties unite on a na- 
tional ticket, half Democrat and half Re- 
publican, with a coalition Cabinet promised 
and a national defense board previously as- 
sembled which will be recruited from all 
groups. But it is more practicable, and the 
President can mightily help to achieve it,

TWO OPEN-AIR SCHOOLS 


Hygienist Says Institutions Are 
Outmoded in Anti-Tubercu- 
losis Program. 


A reply by Dr. J. H. Humphrey, 


director of hygiene for the Board of 
Education, to criticism of plans to 
close the city’s two open air schools, 
was made public today by Acting 
Superintendent George L. Hawkins. 


Dr. Humphrey stated that the 


schools, established 25 years ago 
for the prevention of tuberculosis, 
had “outlived their usefulness.” 
They had “proved costly and edu- 
cationally and socially unsatisfac- 
tory” as a preventive measure, he 
added. 

“The abandonment of open air 
classes, as they are conducted in 
many states and cities, is advo- 
cated in a recent report of the Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Society,” Dr. 
Humphrey stated. 

“Today it is known that no child, 
regardless of how malnourished he 
is, will develop tuberculosis unless 
the germ enters his body through 
contact with an active case of this 
disease. Prevention of tuberculo- 
sis cannot be gained through the 
open air class, since the child may 
be exposed to the disease in the 
home 

“The only way to prevent tuber- 
culosis is to prevent contact with

the open case, either by hospi- 
talizing the patient or moving the 
child from the home. The old 
temperature, has long since been 
dropped from the prevention and 
treatment of tuberculosis, as be- 
ing scientifically unsound. 

“More beneficial factors in build- 
‘ing resistance in children have been 
‘found to be rest, a well-regulated 
regimen and good nutrition.” 

Dr. Humphrey added that the 
transfer of open-air school pupils 
to health conservation centers in 
the regular elementary schools, as 
planned, would enable the preven- 
tion program to reach more chil- 
dren than now are cared for. It 
also would eliminate segregation, 
which is considered unwise by child 
psychologists, he said.

ROUTE iN MISSOURI 


Carries Average of 2354 Ve. 
hicles Daily; U. S. 40 Traffic 
Almost as Heavy. 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 2 
(AP).—United States Highway 66 
from St. Louis to Joplin is the 
busiest highway in Missouri, a 
highway planning survey shows. 
It carries a daily average of 2354 
vehicles. 

United States 40 from St. Louis 

to Kansas City is a close second 
with an average of 2235 vehicles a 
day. 
Other heavily traveled highways 
are: State Routes No. 71, whicn 
carries 1818; No. 61, with 1770; 
No. 36, carrying 1406; No. 50, with 
1390; No. 24, with 1096, and No, 
54, carrying 862. 

The survey shows that State and 
Federal highways, comprising only 
10 per cent of the total road mile- 
age, carry nearly 50 per cent of 
the State’s travel. 

The State Mighway Patrol’s safe 
ty squadron claims a perfect rec 
ord for its first month of activity. 

“Although the squadron has been 
working only on the sections of 
highways having the worst accideat 
experience in the past, and on those 
sections during week ends when 
traffic is heaviest, there has not 
been a single accident while the 
squadron was there,” according to 
Capt. A. D. Sheppard, acting patrol 
superintendent, 

“We feel that this fact is sig- 
nificant and demonstrates the value 
of selective enforcement of traf- 
fic laws.” 

The squadron consists of 13 pa- 
trolmen mounted on radio equipped 
motorcycles.

Phelps, who recently succeeded 
Milligan when the latter resigned 
to become a candidate for United 
States Senator, said the grand jury 
evidently believed “that there could 
not be obtained sufficient evidence 
for proceedings against anyone 
else, possibly because of the decease 
of Mr. Street, who was the interme- 
diary.” 

He said his office awaited fur- 
ther instructions from the court 
“and is willing and ready to act in 
any manner the court may wish.” 

The court reopened the compro- 
mise nearly a year ago, after a Fed- 
eral investigation disclosed it was 
obtained by bribery and corruption. 

At that time the court ordered 
the companies to pay their share of 
an impounded premium fund into 
the custody of the court and to 
show cause why this money should 
not be returned to the policyholders 
and the original 137 separate rate 
suits by 139 companies, to enforce 
a 162-3 per cent rate increase, dis- 
missed at the cost of the companies. 
The arguments today are on the 
order to show cause. 

Barnett’s Report Pending. 

The court also has pending before 
it the report of its special master, 
Paul V. Barnett of Kansas City, on 
testimony taken at the direction of 
the court to determine what part, 
if any, the companies had in nego- 
tiations in which Street of Chicago, 
in charge of the rate litigation for 
the companies, agreed to pay Pen- 
dergast $750,000 for a settlement. 

Of this amount $460,000 was paid, 
$315,000 to Pendergast, $62,500 to his 
political henchman, former State 
Insurance Superintendeni O'Malley, 
and $82,500 to A. L. McCormack 
of St. Louis, who was the “go- 
between” for Street. 

Barnett made no recommenda- 
tions or findings in his report. 

Former Judge Charles L. Henson, 
chief counsel for State Insurance 
Superintendent Ray B. Lucas, who 
instituted the pending proceeding, 
said in his brief that the money re- 
ceived by the companies belonged 
to the policyholders and must be 
returned to them. 

Staté’y Contention. 

The position of the insurance de- 
partment is that Street was the 
agent of the companies and his 
knowledge was imputed to them, 
but that irrespéctive of whether 
Street was the agent the circum- 
stances under which the bribe 
money was obtained, through an 
assessment on the companies by 
Street, were such as to put the in- 
surance executives upon inquiry, 
which would have disclosed the 
facts. 

Henson charged the companies 
had full knowledge that the settle- 
ment was obtained “solely by means 
of bribery and corruption.” 

He asserted fraud had been per- 
petrated upon the court, and said 
“the doors of equity” were closed 
against the companies in the pro- 
ceeding, on the ground they were 
in court with unclean hands.

PARIS, May 20 (AP).—This is the 
story of il-year-old Charles Fer- 
rand, who stubbed his toe ona 
rock and “bandaged it big” so ev- 
eryone would think he had been 
machine-gunned by the German 
flyers as had his little sister.

Fearful Child 
Aided by New 


Surroundings 
By Angelo Patri 


OMMY went to bed gladly, slept 
T sounay, so his mother had no 

bedtime difficulty with him. 
One night there was an accident 
with the electric apparatus in the 
bedroom where he slept and the 
fire department had to be called. 
Since then Tommy won't go fo 
bed without someone with him and 
if the fire department apparatus 
passes the house he goes into a 
panic. His experience with fire 
frightened him. 

When something like this hap- 
pens and a child is conditioned to 
fear there is no shortcut to his 
cure. We have to be patient ana 
hopeful and very gentle. Talking 
is not helpful and often it does 
harm by keeping the unfortunate 
experience to the fore. We want 
the child to forget it as soon as 
possible, so the less said the better, 

One of the most helpful things 
we can do is to change his sur- 
roundings so that they no longer 
remind him of the bad experience. 
Tommy had to have his bed placed 
in another room so that he would 
not be reminded. every time he went 
to bed of. what was, for him, a 
dreadful fright. j 

When a child has formed an un- 
fortunate habit of any kind, chang- 
ing the surroundings that suggest 
the habit is of great help. If a 
child has tantrums at table every 
mealtime, try changing his eating 
place, changing the dishes he uses, 
the hour for his meals and the 
person who waits on him, Give 
him a fresh start under new con- 
ditions and see if that will help. 

When a child has gotten into 
trouble with an associate, or with 
a grown person in charge of him, 
do what is possible to change the 
material conditions under which 
the unfortunate experience o0c- 
curred. Then, and this is the heart 
of the matter, do all you can to 
change the mental attitude of all 
concerned about the matter. 


x * * 

TRY TO GET the child to see 
where he was wrong and get him 
to want to do right. Until you can 
do that you can have no assurance 
that he is not headed for the same 
mistake. Try to get the grown per- 
son concerned to forget all grudg- 
ing, all blame, all feeling of per- 
sonal injury in relation to the 
child’s conduct. 

If a teacher feels that this child 
has given him a personal affront, 
and is consequently set against 
him, the child will be forced to 
make another mistake because of 
that attitude. If one of the fam- 
ily holds a grudge against the child 
because of his mistake, he must be 
treated as well as the child for he 
is equally wrong. Certain condi- 
tions surround every experience 
and they suggest a repetition of 
that experience. If it has been a 
bad one you can see that change is 
imperative. 

Force is not helpful here. Mind 
controls all action and if the mind 
is set the wrong way the action 
must follow in the wrong way 
Force does not affect the mind in 
nappy ways. It tends to rouse bad 
feelings and increase wrong ac- 
tions. Understanding, gentleness, 
reason, open the mind and direct 
it to ways of pleasantness and 
peace, 

Then discipline fear-stricken chil- 
dren and children of poor habits 
not by force, but by gentleness; 
not by force but by happy experi- 
ences that dislodge the memory of 
the bad ones. Change the setting 
or direct it toward good ends and 
good will come.

Y old friend, Dr. Adrian Gibbs

“With both sides vulnerable, 
North reached a contract of six 
diamonds by

the spade ace was cashed, and de- 
clarer ruffed a low spade with the 
diamond four, The club ten then 
was led, and East and dummy 
played low. West won with the ace, 
and it was at this point that his 
return decided the fate of the 
contract. Actually, he led back a 
low spade. Declarer ruffed with 
the diamond ten, cashed the dia- 
mond king, overtook the diamond 
queen with dummy’s ace, and led 
the spade jack through West, who 
had to cover, being down to the 
blank queen. Declarer ruffed, then 
re-entered dummy with a club 
finesse against the queen, drew 
West’s last trump with the dia- 
mond nine, and claimed the bal- 
ance, 

“You will notice that a club re- 
turn by West would not have been 
any more effective. Dummy would 
win and a spade would be ruffed. 
Then the diamond king would be 
cashed and the queen dévertaken. 
Now a spade lead through West 
would bring about the same re- 
sult. 

“But notice what happens if 
West, on lead with the club ace, 
returns a heart! Declarer now is 
up the creek. Dummy ruffs, but 
in doing so loses an entry for the 
establishment and cashing of the 
spade suit, and the contract is 
down one.—G. S., Buffalo, N. Y.” 

The hand undoubtedly is inter- 
esting for the variety of plays of- 
fered declarer, depending on the 
defense selected. My correspond- 
ent errs, however, in his statement 
that the contract could have been 
defeated by a heart return when 
West took the lead with the club 
ace. On this return, declarer could 
use a straight cross-ruff to bring 
home 12 tricks, merely taking pains 
to cash his two club tricks on a 
finesse before East could get rid 
of sufficient clubs to matter. The 
play would go: Dummy ruffs the 
heart return with the six spot, and 
declarer ruffs a spade; now two 
rounds of clubs are cashed on a 
finesse, and after that a straight 
cross-ruff takes the balance. 

The only defense by West that 
gives declarer any trouble is a hold- 
up of the club ace for one round 
and, on being forced to take it 
on the next lead, to return a trump. 
But even then the contract can be 
fulfilled if declarer guesses cor- 
rectly. Declarer wins the trump 
return in his own hand, and over- 
takes the diamond queen. Now 
reduced to two trumps, while West 
still holds a trump, declarer plays 
the spade jack and West, of course, 
ducks. Declarer now must guess 
whether to ruff or pass this trick. 
If he guesses wrong, the slam con- 
tract is doomed.

Glazed Chintz

Strawberry 
Shortcake Is

Toa strawberry festival has an 


old history. It antedates by 

generations the “food weeks” 
which we are asked to celebrate 
nowadays. It was, and still is, a 
spontaneous tribute to the luscious, 
fine-flavored berry. In various 
parts of the country strawberry 
‘festivals are planned to coincide 
with the height of the berry season,

for many months. Florida and 
‘Louisiana supply the early berries, 
‘followed by the .Middle Southern 


finely minced | states, until finally we have north- 


‘ern berries. The berries from 
Northern New York finish the sea- 
son in the latter part of June and 
early July. In late August and 
early September we now have a few 
second-crop berries. 


One of our favorite ways of using 
these delicious berries is with old- 
fashioned shortcake, which must 
be rich enough to deserve the name. 
A very rich biscuit dough is used 
for this and is patted out into two 
thin, round layers, one of which is 
spread with butter before the other 
is put over it for baking. This al- 
lows the cake to separate in two 
layers without being cut and conse- 
quently made soggy. The berries 
which are put between the layers 
should be crushed with sugar and 


more until the sugar is thoroughly 
dissolved. Either cut or whole 
berries may be used for the top. Of 
course, you may serve whipped 
cream with shortcake if you wish. 
Instead of cream, you may make a 
hard sauce of butter and sugar and 
mix this with the berries or serve it 
separately.
